'We Don't Quit' 


Almost daily for the past 


week women ranging from the 
teens to late sixties have 
reported for work on the road 
repair brigade. 
"We don't quit 'Ml it hurts," 
one said. 


So far, they have broken 


rock and shoveled dirt and 
gravel to mend almost one 
mile of tattered roadway. 
They say it is one of the most 
crying needs of this district in 
southwestern West Virginia. 


Asphalt paving on the two- 


lane road is pocked with deep 
holes. Cars find it tough going 
at more than 10 miles per 
hour in some stretches. 


But the work brigade is 


mainly in protest to the men 
who, the women say, 
have 


refused to fix the road. And it 
is against the state which also 
has neglected the route. 


The women feel the state

of the United State* efforts to increase East. 
West trade. 


Some other Republicans, notably Con- 


gressman Melvin Laird, have opposed the 
trade increases for some time on the 
reasonable grounds that we should not lend 
help to nations lending help to our enemy 
in Vietnam. But we have opposed this point 
of view because once again it was letting 
the conflict in Vietnam direct and re-order 
our entire foreign policy. With China and 
Russia seeking to outdo the other in claims 
of lack of assistance to North Vietnam and 
with apparently no enthusiasm for the war 
by the Soviet Union, it made sense to 
encourage the detente in Europe. It also 
appeared that such trade would help to 
encourage the Eastern European satellite 
nations to widen the growing gaps between 
themselves and the Soviet Union because of 
the economic advantages of dealing with 
the West. 


Certainly the latter possibilities should 


still receive strong support. The nation- 
alism of Eastern European countries has 
not been lessened by the war in Vietnam 
although some of their products also travel 
the route to Hanoi. 


But we are fighting an ever-increasing 


war in Vietnam. The aim now, according 
to General Westmoreland, is to make the 
other side bleed until it quits, generally the 
only end to an all-out war. If the Soviets 
and Chinese have actually reached an 
agreement, in spite of their vast differ- 
ences, to expedite the shipments of war 
materials to the North Vietnamese, it is 
hard to justify the easing of trade restric- 
tions to Russia, if not other Communist 
countries in Europe. 


Once again the error of our involvement 


in Vietnam becomes apparent. Increasingly 


the tall Is wagging the dog la thai 
American policies, both domestic tad 
foreign, are now to an ever-larger exten* 
determined by tha war. If what may be « 
genuine fear of American domination in 
Asia actually draws the Russians and 
Chinese together again in a true monolithic 
Communist conspiracy, the immense re- 
aults of our errors are difficult to imagine. 
This is not to say that both Russian §ad 
Chinese leaders would not want such a 
conspiracy to exist in reality, but all the 
indications were that it had broken up 
through the pressures of nationalism and 
the competitions for power. 


Diplomacy is not trying to decide 


between right and wrong as Americans 
sometime insist upon believing. If this were 
true we could hardly justify aid to Saudi 
Arabia where slavery still exists and crimes 
mean cruel punishments, to many Latin 
American countries unable or unwilling to 
tax their immensely wealthy, to the various 
military juntas in Africa which have no 
inkling of what we consider civil rights. 
Nor could we justify the billions in money 
and what may be the million men we are 
sending to Vietnam where there is reported 
to be corruption to a sophisticated degree. 


Diplomacy is in great part choosing the 


lesser evil and taking steps to prevent the 
greater. The Russians seem to have under- 
stood this better than the Johnson Admin- 
istration in that they cleared out of Cuba, 
risking worldwide humiliation rather than 
the chance of a nuclear war. But in 
Vietnam, the United States, perhaps mainly 
for the sake of prestige, has upset world 
moves toward peace by building up a war 
we are not yet apparently winning. 


Perhaps we should not add to Russia's 


ability to help the North Vietnamese since 
at this moment it appears that the North 
Vietnamese intend to hang on at least until 
the elections of 1968. It's a gloomy outlook 
indeed.

Why Is Wisconsin Involved? 


If it is to be accepted at face value, it 


was a curious case which was presented last 
week at a State Senate committee hearing 
on the resolution to have the Wisconsin 
Legislature join the call of other states for 
a federal constitutional convention on an 
amendment to permit states to return to 
"areacrat" considerations in apportionment 
of their legislatures. 


Sen. Robert Knowles of New Richmond, 


the author of the resolution, agreed with 
opposition witnesses that there is little 
chance that Wisconsin will ever depart 
from the strict apportionment by popula- 
tion which the 1848 state constitution 
directs. Why, then, should the Wisconsin 
Legislature be using its time for the 
resolution? Sen. Knowles said it would be 
sort of a courtesy to the other states which 
are unhappy about the United States 
Supreme Court "one-man one-vote" ruling 
of several years ago and that, while the 
federal constitutional convention probably 
never would take place anyway, it would 
demonstrate the dissatisfaction of the 
people to the Congrers. 


But this does not answer the question 


of why Wisconsin should become involved. 
What unrest with Wisconsin's 120-year-old 
rules of apportionment is there to demon- 
strate? From constitutional as well as philo- 
sophical viewpoints, Wisconsin should be on 
the other side. It should be pointing out 
that its belief in fair legislative representa- 
tion is written in the state constitution, 
written more than a century before the 
Supreme Court decided the question as it 
applies to state legislatures. 


The Wisconsin League of Women Voters 


was among the organizations which alerted 
the state to the resolution, which had in the 
first instance reached the Senate floor 
without a committee hearing. "It would be 
paradoxical if Wisconsin, a state which has 
always had in its constitution the concept 


of one-man, one-vote, should take a step 
backward at this point and help open the 
door for a discarded, inequitable system of 
representation," said Mrs. F. A. Mote, state 
League of Women Voters president, at the 
hearing. 


This summary hits the basic point as it 


applies to Wisconsin. And it should be 
pointed out further that Wisconsin has 
taken the lead in providing that its county 
boards shall represent districts of equal 
population rather than areas or units of 
government. 


A never-used clause of the federal 


constitution provides that a convention can 
be called by a call of two-thirds of the 
states. Thirty-two states, two short of the 
required total, have passed such resolu- 
tions, but there are many remaining 
questions. For example, 26 of the 32 
legislatures which passed the resolution did 
so while they still were apportioned under 
systems which do not follow the one-man 
one-vote directive. 


The convention scheme was advanced 


because a constitutional amendment failed 
in the Senate. It is a last-ditch effort of 
state political machines to retain organiza- 
tional power they believe is threatened by 
the one-man one-vote ruling. 


The people of Wisconsin have no 


interest in the battle, and their testimony 
would be on the opposite side of the 
question. If Wisconsin should become the 
state to put the convention call over its 
requirement, the incident would be pa- 
raded before the nation by opponents of 
fair representation as a confession of a 
mistake which has existed since 1848. 
There would be no explanation 
that 


Wisconsin just wanted to do some sort of a 
favor for other states. 


The State Senate should note these 


dangers in addition to the basic issue of 
fair representation. The resolution should 
be discarded by the Senate committee. 


Fox Valley Council of Govern menfs 


There can be little doubt that the 


proposed Fox Valley Council of Govern- 
ments would, if accepted by the Fox Valley 
Regional Planning Commission, benefit the 
12 member municipalities in many ways. 


There are practical reasons why the 


commission should accept the proposal to 
reorganize. First of rtl, the proposed 
council would have top elected officials in 
the positions of highest authority. That is 
a practical proposal since voters already 
have expressed their confidence in their 
mayors, village presidents or town chair- 
men by electing them. It is also practical 
to consider that elected officials usually 
are well versed in municipal matters, and 
should know which phase of comprehen- 
sive planning would benefit the commun- 
ity and region. 


The new federal program en which the 


council would be based provides a M per 
cent "bonus" In federal funds for many 
projects. It would apply to construction 
projects Including water facilities, sswvrs, 
libraries, airports, highways and hospitals. 


The practicality of additional fedeial 


funds for much nssdad muldpsl sad re- 
gional projects Is obvious. 


It is also practical to accept the federal 


fovernmoat's wish to work more closely 


ment" of elected officials if they are going 
to dispense additional grant money. 


In order to receive increased grants, a 


municipality must be located in a metropol- 
itan area and must be a cooperating 
member of a metropolitan planning orga- 
nization responsible to the local elected 
officials. The proposed council would meet 
those requirements. 


Some consideration might also be given 


to seating school board officials on the 
council in order to establish s greater rap- 
port between municipal governments and 
boards of education. Such a move has been 
suggested and supported by some commis- 
sion officials. 


Tha modification would not greatly 


altar tho functions of tho planning commis- 
sion. A professional planning staff would 
continue to act as tha group's administra- 
tor.

Are We Americans 
Becoming Militarists?

In 1917, the year I was born, 


we went to war against Ger- 
many for the first time. One 
of the chief reasons we gave 
for entering the war on the 
side of the Allies was the 
terrible "militarism" of the 
Kaiser.

the fact that Germany had 
c o m p u l s o r y conscription.

Now, SO years later, we are 


engaged in an undeclared war 
in Vietnam. We have a system 
of compulsory conscription, 
and have had it ever since 
Selective Service was set up in 
World War H, a quarter- 
century ago. And nearly 
everybody here takes it for 
granted. 


We may differ and argue 


about the form of the draft, 
but almost all Americans 
agree that compulsory con- 
scription is a necessity in 
today's world. We best the 
Kaiser, but the KsJssr's mitt' 
tarism has eventually won. We 
hm hsosme what we went to 
war sttinst our enemy tor

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Germany. We were appalled 
when the Nazis bombed Cov- 
entry and Rotterdam, unde- 
fended cities, killing tens of 
thousands of civilians — men, 
women, and children. 


The Nazis said they were 


doing it as an act of humanity 
— for it would bring the war 
to an end sooner. We rejected 
this horrible hypocrisy, and 
condemned the Nazis as bes- 
tial barbarians. 


Then, not much later, we 


bombed the undefended cities 
of Hiroshima and Nagasaki, 
killing tens of thousands of 
civilians - men, women, and 
children. We said we were 
doing it as an act of humanity 
- for it would bring the war 
against Japan to an end soon, 
er. And we did not, and do not, 
call ourselves bestial barbari- 
ans. 


Now, one war and one 


generation later, we are burn* 
ing peasants in Vietnam, de- 
stroying villages and devastat- 
ing the countryside — because 
our enemy is forcing us to 
behave in this frightful fashion. 
We say we have no choice; wo 
must fight fire with fire. 


Where do we stand now, 


compared to that day in 1917 
when we first went to war to 
"make the world safe for 
democracy"? If the Kaiser 
had won, would U have been 
«ny worse? Indeed, it was 
because tho Kaiser lost that 
Nazism was able to take root 
in Germany. Does war da 
anything but perpetuate itself,

In a child, eczema is most 


frequently due to a food allergy.. 
and clears up when the offend- 
ing foods are identified and then 
kept out of the diet. 


In adults, eczema usually 


proves to be a contact dermati- 
tis, that is, sensitivity to some- 
thing in the environment. 


You have had this little boy 


tested for allergies, and have 
him on a diet. The one thing I 
can suggest is this: It is 
possjble for food allergies to be 
present, and sufficient to cause 
eczema, yet not show clearly in 
tests. 


Then sometimes an elimina- 


tion diet provides an answer. 
This involves starting with a 
diet limited to the fewest pos- 
sible kinds of food chosen from 
those known to have minimal 
allergic potential. 


Then gradually substitutions 


are made, or foods are added, 
one at a time. This is a 
complicated affair and would 
have to be outlined by an 
allergist or by a dietitian work- 
ing under his instructions. 


Such wholesome

as 


milk, wheat, eggs and the like 
sometimes are responsible for 
allergies, so you see that it 
takes some care to follow an 
elimination diet while making 
sure that the child gets ade- 
quate nutrition. But it can be 
done.

charge for alterations, making a 
dress, formal, suit, etc. Appro*.

I can give you some figures, 


Mrs. B., that you might use as 
a guide. In a metropolitan area, 
approximate costs for altera- 
tions can run like this: hems 
from $1.50 to $2 for a dress or 
$3 to $4 for a coat; $1.50 to $3 
for a suit hem; and $5 to $6 for 
a pleated skirt. 


These may seem low prices. 


But remember you've got to 
build a business, and what 
you're offering mainly, to start, 
Is convenience.

our national space program, has 
moved into the dairy industry to 
produce long range advantages 
in the manufacture of cheese. 


Details of it were spelled out 


by Verle Christensen, Madison, 
representing the Marshall Dairy 
Laboratory, 
which has been 


developing its use in Wisconsin. 


Christensen outlined its use in 


preparing dairy cultures when 
he spoke to the Northeastern 
Dairy Technological S o c i e t y 
here. 


Christensen traced the growth 


of liquid nitrogen use as a 
cheaper replacement for dry ice 
and already perfected by the 
livestock breeding industry in 
preserving semen. 


He found that unlike ordinary 


freezing which resulted in a 
partial kill of the culture cells, 
the fast freezing techniques 
available with liquid nitrogen 


preserved the culture at the 
peak of its activity and sus- 
pended it for later use. 


The starter has its greatest 


influence in cheese and can 
determine texture and flavor 
qualities. 


Liquid nitrogen preservation 


permits long time storage of the 
seed cultures without loss of 
quality due to bacteria phage.

ANIWA — Wisconsin has * 


silent industry waiting to be 
tapped. Its value is placed at $1 
million and would substantially 
add to the present $600,000 value 
placed on the maple syrup 
production industry. 


This estimate was given by 


Adin Reynolds who owns and 
operates with his son, Juan, the 
largest maple syrup producing 
center in the world. 


Reynolds is the current presi- 


dent of the' National Maple 
Syrup Producers Council and 
recently returned from the na- 
tional maple syrup queen con- 
test in Ohio won by the New 
York entry, Ohio and Massachu- 
setts also had entries but Ver- 
mont, one of the nation's oldest 
producing areas, was absent. 


State Delegates 


He has been active in organi- 


zation circles for a number of 
years. He has been a delegate 


to the national convention from 
Wisconsin since the national 
council was formed in 1961. The 
state council is an outgrowth of 
local cooperatives formed in the 
1930s, he said. 


The lion's share of Wisconsin 


production comes from Shawa- 
no, Langlade, Marathon and 
Lincoln Counties although every 
county 
has some producers, 


even Milwaukee County. "The 
state is tapping only 3 to 5 per 
cent of its maple trees," Reyn- 
olds said. 


One of the industry's goals Is 


to combat the heavy imports of 
syrup from Quebec which is 
furnishing about 50 per cent of. 
the U.S. Supply. During the past 
year he was in Washington 
testifying at Tariff Commission 
hearings about the influx. 


The industry is working to- 


ward a national marketing as- 
sociation with assistance from 


the American Farm Bureau 
Federation and state affiliates. 


Wisconsin has yet to feel the 


press of imports although they 
are appearing hi Michigan and 
Chicago. Reynolds was at a loss 
to explain the absence of any 
significant maple syrup produc- 
tion outside North America. 


Production has been increas- 


ing in Minnesota, Wisconsin, 
Indiana and Pennsylvania while 
Ohio and Vermont are down. 
There was more syrup made hi 
Wisconsin 100 years ago than 
there is today, Reynolds ex- 
plained, because it was used as 
sugar in the diet. Today it is 
replaced by cane sugar which is 
cheaper to produce. 


The tobacco industry once 


was the greatest user in curing 
and flavoring its product but the 
sugar shortage during the war 
stopped it and little of it has 
resumed.

Women Take Law, Shovels Into Own Hands 


DINGESS, W.Va. (AP) - 


The state hasn't done it and 
the menfolk won't do it, so 
mothers and grandmothers of 
Dingess have formed a bri- 
gade to fix a neglected road 
through their town. 
The women say they are 


exasperated at "the laziness 
of some of our menfolk" and 
are taking sledgehammers, 
shovels and wheelbarrows into 
their own hands. 


'We Don't Quit' 


Almost daily for the past 


week women ranging from the 
teens to late sixties have 
reported for work on the road 
repair brigade. 
"We don't quit 'til it hurts," 
one said. 


So far, they .have broken 


rock and shoveled dirt and 
gravel to mend almost one 
mile of tattered 
roadway. 


They say it is one of the most 
crying needs of this district in 
southwestern West Virginia. 


Asphalt paving on the two- 


lane road is pocked with deep 
holes. Cars find it tough going 
at more than 10 miles per 
hour in some stretches. 


But the work brigade is 


mainly in protest to the men 
who, the women say, have 
refused to fix the road. And it 
is against the state which also 
has neglected the route. 


The women feel the state 


could assign some workers to 


the road from among about 
TOO men in the area who 
receive checks under a state 
welfare program that pays 
unemployed fathers $1 an 
hour for work on public 
projects. The ladies expressed 
doubts as to whether the men 
in many cases were doing 


anything to earn their checks. 


"You can see them sitting 


up there on their porches, not 
doing anything and drawing 
that welfare pay. It's getting 
to their morality," one lady 
worker declared.
